The project appears to be well staffed 
and well oraanized and with the support 
of the community leaders of West Texas 
could ao a long way in helping improve 
the future of this area-and Hamlin. 
There is one problem facing the smal­ 
ler towns 
those under 5,000 population 
that if solved, could go further in help- 
in i Hamlin and similar cities than any- 
thing that I know of. This problem is how 
to come up with a tax supported Cham­ 
ber of Commerce 
Because of Texas Law cities must be 
over 5,000 in population to have home- 
rule and they must have home-rule before 
they can spend tax money on a Chamber 
of Commerce. 


The towns with active C of C's are the 
ones that are growing and very few towns 
are able to support an active chamber 
with voluntary contributions.

As we mentioned previously in this 
col min the West Texas Chamber ot Corn­ 
ic roe is undertaking a project that could 
have far reaching effect on Hamlin and 
all of West Texas. This is the "Small Town 
Task Force 
that will attempt to come up 
with ti:*' answers to many of the problems 
facing towns in West Texas with less than 
12,000 population. 
The project appears to be well staffed 
and well organized and with the support 
cf tin community leaders of West Texas 
conl i go a long way in helping improve 
the future of this area-and Hamlin. 
Tile re is one problem facing the smal­ 
ls towns- 
those under 5,000 population 
teat if solved, could go further in help­ 
s' : Hamlin and similar cities than any­ 
thing that I know of. This problem is how 
to conic up with a tax supported Cham­ 
ber of Commerce. 
Because of Texas Law, cities must be 
over 5 OOO in population to have home­ 
ric: and they must have home-ruie before 
they can spend tax money on a Chamber 
of Commerce 


The towns with active C of C's are the 
ones that are growing and very few towns 
are able to support an active chamber 


W ith 
voluntary contributions. 
A good 


c h a m b e r with a full time manager just 
costs more than most towns are able to 


r a is e through contributions. 
A good example of this problem is 
found in our county — the difference be­ 
tween Stamford and Hamlin 
Stamford 
operates under the home-rule charter 
provision while Hamlin does not. Stamford 
just reorganized their chamber this past 
year and has a budget of over $20,000.00. 
Of this amount, about $17,000.00 comes 
out of the city budget and the balance 
comes from membership dues. 


Hamlin, which does not operate un­ 
der tile home-rule charter, must support 
its Board of Community Development or 
chamber by dues alone. About $6,000.00 
or $7,000 OO is the best that it has been 
able to raise and this is not enough to 
pay a full time manager much less oper­ 
ate for a year. 


It wou.]d seem pretty obvious which 
town would nave the advantage in an ef­ 
fort to attract new industry. 
There are many problems facing the 
small towns and cities of West Texas and 
we hope that this Task Force can come up 
with some answers to at least part of them. 
But especially we would like to see an 
answer to this problem of how to finance 
a better chamber.
